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PRIVILEGES OF DONORS AND SUBSCRIBERS. 


1 —Donors of not less than Fifty Guineas (£52 10s.) in one sum 
and Annual Subscribers of Ten Guineas (£10 10s.) and upwards 
(during the continuance of such subscription) are thereby con- 
stituted Governors, and are entitled to attend and vote at the 
Annual Meeting of the Committee of Management, and to 
nominate one suitable case for admission annually, such cases 
having precedence on the list over those recommended by other 
Subscribers. 

2—All Annual Subscribers of One Guinea and upwards are 
entitled to recommend one suitable case annually, during the 
continuance of such subscription; such cases taking precedence 
on the Admission List over those not so recommended. 


[;XECUTORS. 

One of the Executors of every person from whose estate a 
Legacy of Fifty Guineas or upwards shall have been received 
by the Hospital, shall be entitled to the same privileges as a 
Donor of Fifty Guineas. 

LirE Cor ENDOWMENTS. 

1—A Donation in one sum of Three Hundred Pounds (£300) 
endows a Free Cot for the period of the life of the Donor, who 
is entitled to name it and to nominate eligible patients thereto 
as vacancies shall arise therein. 

2—A Donation in one sum of Two Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
(4250) endows a Half-Payment Cot for the period of the life of 
the Donor, who is entitled to name it and to nominate eligible 
patients thereto as vacancies shall arise therein. 

Life Cot Endowments, ceasing upon the death of a Donor, 
may be converted into Permanent Cot Endowments by the Pay- 
ment within twelve months of the death of the Donor, either by 
Bequest or otherwise, of the further sum of Seven Hundred 
Pounds in the case of a Free Life Cot Endowment, or of Five 
Hundred Pounds in the case of a Half-Payment Life Cot 
Endowment, free of Legacy Duty. 


COT SUBSCRIBERS. 

1—An Annual Cot Subscription of Forty Pounds (or a Dona- 
tion in one sum of One Thousand Pounds), entitles the Sub- 
scriber to name a Free Cot, and to nominate an eligible patient 
as often as the Cot becomes vacant; no further payment being 
required on behalf of the occupant. 

2—An Annual Cot Subscription of Thirty Pounds (or a Dona- 
tion in one sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty Pounds), entitles 
the Subscriber to name a Half-Payment Cot, and to nominate 
an eligible Patient as often as the Cot becomes vacant; the 
weekly payment of three shillings and sixpence being required from 
the parents or friends of the occupant. 

¢—A Donor of £250 in one sum is entitled to mame a Cot in 
perpetuity, but without the right to nominate the occupants 
thereof. 
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RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF PATIENTS... 


1—Such cases only are eligible for admission as have been 
rejected or discharged from a General Hospital,,or can be 
shown to be unfit for treatment in such Hospitals. 

2—Cases of Cancer, Consumption, Epilepsy, Ricketts, Hydro 
cephalus, Mental derangement or deficiency, all infectious cases, 
and Cripples not requiring Surgical Treatment, are not eligible 
Pauper Children (that is, Children to be paid for, either wholly 
or in part, by the Guardians, directly or indirectly) are also in- 
admissible. 

3—Children are admitted only between three and thirteen years 
of age, those recommended by Governors and Subscribers 
taking precedence. Patients are not retained after the age of 
sixteen. 

4—The payment of Seven Shillings a week is required from the 
Parents or Friends of the Patients.” 

5s—No case will be put upon the List for Admission till Forms 
of Medical Certificate and Guarantee (to be obtained of the 
Secretary) have been duly filled in and signed by a qualified 
Medical Practitioner and responsible Guarantor respectively, 
and returned to the Secretary of the Hospital. 

6—The Committee reserve power to refuse the name of any 
Guarantor without reason assigned, or to require a Guarantor to 
furnish references for the necessary security to their satisfac 
tion.T 

7—-No Guarantee shall be withdrawn without one month’s pre- 
vious notice in writing to the Secretary of the Hospital. 

8—Applicants for admission, unless the Doctor shall certify 
to the contrary, may be required to be brought to the Hospital 
for Medical examination before they can be admitted. 

g.—Any Child who has been admitted to the Hospital, but 
who subsequently proves unsuitable from any cause, may be 
discharged upon three days’ notice, sent by post to the last 
furnished address of the parent or guardian. The expenses of 
removal must be in all cases defrayed by the parents or friends 
ot the child. 

10—A certificate that the patient has not been suffering from 
any infectious disease, nor been exposed to infection, must be 
signed by a responsible person, cognisant of the facts, and be 
brought with the child, 

11.—Any alteration in the address of the patient while await 
ing admission should be at once notified to the Secretary. 


* Certain Free and Assisted Cots have been founded for specially necessitous cases 
Applications for vacancies in these must be accompanied by full particulars of the 
circumstances of the family; and it must be borne in mind that the Committee only 
occasionally have these Cots at their disposal 

+ The Guarantor should be a householder (or the wife of a householder) rated at 
£40 or more per annum. Unless the parents make regular weekly payments at the 
Hospital, the Guarantor is requested to arrange to receive their contributions and remit 
the maintenance charge quarterly.

Good, steady progress has characterised the work of both 
Hospitals. The value of the St. Nicholas Branch Hospital 
has been abundantly proved, twenty-four cases having been 
transferred there from Cheyne Hospital, to benefit by treat- 
ment in the open air. Two cases of Scarlet Fever occurred 
at Cheyne and two of Diphtheria at St. Nicholas, but these 
were at once removed, and have since quite recovered. 
Considering the very large number of infectious cases which 
occurred in London during the year, it is most satisfactory 
that these Hospitals escaped so lightly. 


Education. 


School work has been carried on without interruption and 
with excellent results. The Committee greatly regret the 
resignation of the Head and Assistant Teachers at 
St. Nicholas, both of them being about to leave the country 
for other parts of the world. 


Cots. 


A sum of £400 has been received from the Trustees of 
St. Peter’s (Cranley Gardens) War Memorial Fund, for the 
purpose of naming a Cot in perpetuity in memory of the 
members of that church who fell in the Great War, the Cot 
having been named “The St. Peter’s (Cranley Gardens) 
Memorial Cot.” Sincere thanks are tendered to Rev. C. S. 
Woodward, M.A., and the Trustees for having thus honoured 
this Hospital. 

The Committee are also most grateful to Miss E. S. 
Peirse-Duncombe for having contributed £250 for the 
purpose of naming a Cot in perpetuity in memory of a sister.

The award made to this Hospital from the amount voted 
by Parliament for the relief of Hospitals, as recommended by 
the King Edward's Hospital Fund, and distributed through 
the Voluntary Hospitals Commission, was £1,560, which is a 
most acceptable contribution to the General Purposes of the 
Hospital, 
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Great efforts have been made by the Combined Hospital 
Appeal to raise the sum of £500,000, and it is hoped that 
this will shortly be completed. From the amounts already 
collected two interim distributions have been made, the sum 
of £630 having been received therefrom by this Hospital. 


In connection with this Appeal, Miss L. Playfair, together 
with Lady Russell, most kindly organised ‘“‘ The Beggars ”’ 
Garden Party, which was to have been held in their two 
gardens. : 


Unfortunately the weather on the day was so unpropitious 
that the party was adjourned to the Chelsea Town Hall, 
which had been considerately placed at their disposal, in such 
an event, by the Mayor of Chelsea. 


The party was largely attended, and was greatly enjoyed 
by all who were there, and resulted in the very satisfactory 
sum of £255 14s. 6d. being handed to the Mayor as a 
contribution to Combined Appeal, out of which £191 15s. 10d. 
was returned, as agreed, direct to the Hospital, being 75 per 
cent. of the nett proceeds. 


Very sincere thanks are tendered to Miss Playfair, Lady 
Russell, the members of the Beggars’ Opera Company, and 
all those who helped in many ways. 


Sincere thanks are also tendered to all those friends who 
helped this Hospital in the two Flag Day Collections made 
on behalf of the Combined Appeal. 


In addition to the gift mentioned above, Miss Peirse- 
Duncombe very kindly arranged a most enjoyable concert, 
which was held at the Kensington Town Hall on 19th May, 
resulting in a contribution of £18 4s. 0d. The music was 
rendered by an orchestra and choir organised by Miss Tudor- 
Craig, to whom the Committee tender their most grateful 
thanks. 


On the 22nd July a Garden Party was held at St. Nicholas 
Hospital attended by about three hundred guests. Lady Carson 
very kindly opened the proceedings with a short address, and 
the Committee wish to express their gratitude to her for doing so. 
The Pupils of Miss Barnes’ School, Portpool, Birchington, 
once more enlivened the entertainments with a well acted 
Pastoral Play entitled “Bob-over-the Wall,” which was greatly 
appreciated by all present. The Committee are most grateful 
to them for their help. A stall for the sale of work made by 
the patients proved most attractive, and nearly everything was 
disposed of. Special thanks are due to Mrs. Harold Cobb, 
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Mr. Smith and others, who gave most practical help. Music 
was provided by the Band of the Royal Air Force stationed 
at Manston (by kind permission of Wing Commander 
T. H. A. Landon, D.S.O., O.B.E.). Everyone appeared 
to enjoy themselves, thanks to the efforts of the Matron and 
the staff of the Hospital. The nett proceeds amounted to 
£59 18s. 3d. 


On the 30th October a Sale of School Work was held at 
Cheyne Hospital; in addition, a sta]l of work was furnished 
by Miss Peirse-Duncombe. A sum of £13 18s. 3d. was 
realized. Mrs. Geiger kindly distributed the School Prizes. 


Expenditure. 


Every care has been taken to keep expenditure as low as 
possible. The cost of Provisions shews some reduction, but 
owing to the necessity for renewals of furniture, linen, 
crockery, etc., and painting and decorative repairs, and to the 
continued high prices for many articles, the total ordinary 
expenditure has slightly exceeded that of last year. 


Legacies. 


A further payment of £450 has been received from the 
Executors of the late Sir James Innes, Bart., and also a 
Legacy of £100 (less £1 10s. exchange) from the Executors 
of the late Mrs. Helen Seabrook of Hobart Town, Tasmania. 


General. 


The Committee of Management sincerely welcome Miss L.

The resignation of Mr. Percy Flemming has been received 
with great regret. He has given his services as Honorary 
Ophthalmic Surgeon since March, 1911, and was always most 
kind and helpful. 


The Committee offer to him their sincerest thanks. 


Miss Wheeler has resigned her post as Dispenser owing 
to her leaving the country for Australia. She has been 
succeeded by Miss Kitchingman. 


Harvest Festivals were held at Cheyne Hospital on the 
19th October and St. Nicholas on the 3rd October, and were 
conducted respectively by the Rev, W, H, Hacksley, B.A., 
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Vicar of All Saints’ Church, Battersea Park, and the Rev. 
H. E. Trimmer of St. Nicholas, to both of whom the Com. 
mittee tender their sincerest thanks. 


For some months past a few patients at Cheyne Hospital 
have been treated, on the flat portion of the roof, in the open 
air, with such satisfactory results that a scheme is now being 
considered to provide for a larger number by making a flat roof 
over the whole building, whereby about 18 children could 
recelve open-air and sun-cure treatment. This would entail 
considerable expense which the Committee think would be fully 
justified by results. 


It will be necessary to make a Special Appeal for the 
purpose of raising funds to meet this outlay, and also to 
provide for the maintenance of an increased number of 
patients. 


It is very satisfactory to record that the Extraordinary 
Keceipts referred to above have largely cancelled the 
deficiences of the past two years, but an earnest appeal is 
made to all those interested in the Hospital to make its 
needs more generally known and to secure the help 
required to enable the work of the Hospital to be carried on 
without annual deficiences.
